No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during January, February, and March, 1957. 


January. 


General.—In the southern half of the State the weather for most of the month was controlled 
by a high pressure belt extending from the Indian Ocean into the Bight while in the north the 
influence of the heat low centred over the Fortescue and De Grey predominated. 


These high pressure systems gave rise to south-east winds in the southern half of the State 
while tropical stations reported mainly westerlies. 


By the 20th, there appeared some likelihood of a cyclone developing off the north west 
coast. However, the depression did not intensify, with the result that falls in the tropics were 
generally disappointing. 

Late in the month a cyclone was identified some 100 miles west of Cocos Island. By the 31st 
it was situated 370 miles south-west of the island. 


Although winds were mainly westerly at coastal stations in the tropics, the absence of rain 
caused higher than normal temperatures. At Marble Bar, the maximum exceeded 100° daily 
and reached 115° on the 14th. 


Rainfall.—Except on the lower south coast where there were some scattered light falls 
during the first week, most of the rain south of the tropics was recorded during the second half 
of the month, and fell as the result of thunderstorm activity. 


Falls were recorded at all but a few stations and were of varying intensity, ranging from 
a few points at some stations to over an inch at others. 


At Moora, where 326 points were recorded during the month, 316 points fell on the 20th. 
This is the highest 24 hour January fall on record for the station. 


A similar record was made at Wyndham on the 19th, when 1212 points were registered. 
With Roebourne, this was the only tropical station at which rainfall exceeded the normal. The 
month was entirely rainless for some centres in the region and the average rainfall in the North 
Kimberley was as much as 65 per cent below normal. 


Temperature.—Although temperatures in the De Grey, Fortescue and East Gascoyne were 
consistently above normal, the highest in the State was recorded at Leonora in the South- 
Eastern division, where the maxima reached 116° on the 14th. On the same day temperatures 
at Eclipse Island did not exceed 68°. 


The century was reached on 30 days at Nullagine, and 28 at Mundiwindi and Wittenoom 
Gorge, while at Marble Bar the 3lst was the 84th consecutive day on which the maximum 
reached 100°. 


The lowest temperatures for the month occurred in the first four days. During this period 
both maxima and minima at sub-tropical stations were below normal, and the lowest for the 
month, 42°, was recorded at Donnybrook on the 2nd. 


Metropolitan.—Thunderstorms over the city resulted in 72 points being recorded at the Bureau 
and gave Perth its wettest January since 1943. 

Temperatures were above normal, although only two centuries were recorded. They ranged 
from 55-6° on the 3rd. to 102-0° on the 10th. For 88 hours after 2 p-m. on the 19th, temperature 
did not fall below 70° and for 32 hours was over 80° 


Winds reached 32 miles per hour on 9 days and were strongest from the east, the highest 
being 41 miles per hour on the 18th. 


February. 


General.—The month opened with a tropical cyclone centred about 400 miles south-west 
of Cocos Island and moving slowly south-eastward. After continuing on this course for some 
time it moved northward and westward again, finally dissipating about 400 miles south of Cocos 
Island on the 12th. 


On the same day another tropical cyclone developed about 200 miles north of Broome and 
began moving southward. It passed over the town on the afternoon of the 14th, causing wide- 
spread damage and two deaths. It then changed course and moved off in the direction of Port 
Hedland, but moved inland east of the town in the early hours of the 16th. 


After this, winds decreased rapidly, the weakening cyclone moving across the State and 
passing into the sea again near Esperance on the 18th. By the 20th it was moving away south 
of Tasmania. 


In the southern half of the State weather was controlled by a series of anticyclones moving 
eastward with centres off the south coast. This resulted in easterly winds over most of the State, 
backing northerly at times as high pressure cells moved away to the east. 

Towards the end of the month the anticyclonic centres were further north, and south- 
westerly winds were more persistent in the South-Western division. 
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Rainfall_—Most of the rain in the tropics fell in the fortnight commencing on the 8th, and 
came from the cyclone which passed over Broome on the 14th. There were good falls in all 
tropical divisions except the Fortescue where most places received less than one inch. Flooding 
of the Ord and Murchison Rivers caused various roads to be closed to traffic for several days. 

As the cyclone moved southward there were some good rains along its path, but they were 
not widespread. Parts of the East Gascoyne received good falls, and there were also a few 
moderately good falls in the South-Eastern division. On the other hand some stations in these 
districts received no rain at all. 

Rainfall was negligible in the Agricultural area, except in the South-Central sub-division 
where a few places received over an inch. However, the mean fall was well below this, and even 
in this area some centres received none. 


Temperature.—Due to the passage of the cyclone across the State in the middle of the 
month, maximum temperatures were mainly below normal during this time. 

The run of centuries at Marble Bar ended on the 10th with a temperature of 103°. By this 
date temperatures at this centre had reached or exceeded the century on 94 consecutive days, 
the highest during the period being 119° on the 29th of December. 

The highest temperature recorded in February was 110° at Onslow on the 28th. The most 
consistently hot place was Pallottine Mission, which recorded centuries on all but two days and 
was the hottest place in the State on nine. 

In most places minimum temperatures were about normal or a little above, but in the South- 
Eastern division and a large part of the South-Western division, they were below normal. 

On all nights but one, minimum temperatures of 80° or higher were recorded somewhere 
in the tropics, and on the night of the 25th/26th the temperature at Wyndham did not fall 
below 87°. In the southern districts, a change towards autumn conditions became evident in 
the second half of the month, and on three occasions a temperature of 40° or lower was recorded. 

The lowest for the month was registered at Bridgetown, which reported 38° on the 15th, and 
39° on the 20th. This was the most consistently cold place in the State, a the lowest 
temperature on thirteen days. 


Metropolitan.—Temperatures in Perth were about normal, though there was a hot spell 
towards the end of the month when the maximum exceeded 90° on five consecutive days. To- 
wards the end of this period several bushfires broke out in the outer suburban districts. Electricity 
supplies were cut off in the Gooseberry Hill area due to smouldering trees falling across power 
lines. 

Winds exceeded 40 miles per hour on only two days, and there was less rain than usual in 
February, but there were no really outstanding features in the month’s weather. 


March. 


General.—The development of a west coastal low pressure trough late in the second week 
was accompanied by a rapid rise in temperature south of the tropics, and by the 16th fire 
hazards in most districts had risen to “dangerous”. Numerous fires raged throughout the 
south-west during the period 14th-17th, destroying property and stock of considerable value. 

During this period temperatures at some stations in the division were higher than any 
during the summer. 

Prior to the 14th, temperatures had been mainly below average in the sub-tropics and 
except in the south coastal and central agricultural districts, very little rain had fallen though 
some moderate falls were reported from the South-East division. During most of this period 
successive ridges of high pressure extended along the south coast, and south-easterly winds 
were reported from southern divisions. 

At the same time, winds over the Kimberleys were mainly westerly, though late in the first 
week an incipient cyclone north of Wyndham was associated with easterly winds over all tropical 
divisions. The disturbance failed to intensify, and caused only light to moderate rains in the 
north and east Kimberley. 

The trough responsible for the high temperatures of the 16th moved eastward two days 
later accompanied by widespread rain and scattered thunderstorms. For the greater part, the 
rain which extended from the Gascoyne to places in the South-East division was light, but it 
brought welcome relief to tired fire fighters. 

Some flooding occurred in the East Gascoynes where rains persisted and water, which covered 
the Cue-Meekatharra railway line to a depth of 12 inches in places, washed away a culvert. The 
rains, which lasted some four days, were the most sustained for several years and rendered roads 
impassable. Pastoralists say good feed is assured. 

After the passage of the trough a series of high pressure cells moving into the Bight caused 
easterly winds over the State. On the 23rd and 24th, reports from north-west coastal stations 
showed that easterlies in the upper air were strengthening and on the following day a cyclone 
was identified 500 miles north-west of Onslow. 

Winds of 65 knots and waves 40 to 50 feet high were reported from a ship near the centre 
of the disturbance which during the following week moved west south-west to a position approxi- 
mately 600 miles south of Cocos Island. As the centre was too far distant, no rain fell in the 
State and the cyclone, in association with a high pressure belt south of the continent, served only 
to maintain the easterlies until the end of the month. 
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Rainfall.—Although rainfall in the Gascoynes was below normal a large section of both 
divisions received well over an inch. This area, some 100 to 150 miles wide, stretching from 
midway between Carnarvon and North West Cape to the upper reaches of the Murchison River, 
then southward including Cue, Mount Magnet, and Yalgoo to Lake Moore, was one in which some 
singularly heavy rains fell. 

At Wandagee, Manberry and Coordewandy more than 4 inches were recorded, while more 
than 2 inches fell at Dalgety Downs, Cobra, Errabiddy, Mt. James, Glen, Mt. Gibson, Dairy 
Creek and Lynden. 

Kimberley stations, Kalumburu, Turkey Creek, and Derby were the only tropical centres at 
which totals exceeded normal and at each were recorded some heavy falls ; highest 484 points 
at Turkey Creek on the 10th. 

Although there had been heavier falls earlier, those of the 19th were the first general rains 
in the South-West division this year. Fortunately they were chiefly light—exceptions, 135 
points at Lake Varley, 114 at Busselton, 104 at Margaret River—and at some stations were the 
only rain for the month. 


Although the rains extended to places in the South-Eastern division they did little to re- 
lieve the water shortage in the Mallee area. 

Some rain fell in this division and in central and southern agricultural areas earlier this 
month but was generally light. At Wyalkatchem however, 90 points recorded on the 5th was 
sufficient to fill dams in the district. 


Further rain, even lighter than that of the 19th, fell at most places in the south-west on 
the 28th, but the monthly totals at some centres were less than 10 points. 


Light rains fell in the Eucla during the second week, but were of no consequence. 


Temperature.—Temperatures were predominantly above normal in the East Gascoyne and 
at some stations exceeded 100° on as many as one day in three. One of those stations was 
Meekatharra where the average maximum was higher this month than last. 


Temperatures were also chiefly above normal over the inland areas of the tropics and here 
again averages where higher during March than in February. 


Except in the South-Eastern division maxima at stations south of the Gascoynes were 
chiefly below normal. 

However, because temperatures on hot days, though not unusually high, generally showed 
a marked departure from normal, averages at some stations in the region were higher than 
expected. 

Apart from the south coast, minima in the same region were below normal on most days 
and temperatures of 39° were reported from Bridgetown, Donnybrook, Busselton and Wandering 
during the first fortnight. 


These minima were in marked contrast with temperatures reported from the tropics, where 
at Mardie on the 3rd, they did not fall below 87°. 


Maximum temperatures lower than 65° were not uncommon in the south-west and on the 
12th were as low as 60° at Manjimup and Mt. Barker. 


Metropolitan.—Although the average maximum temperature was slightly above normal, 
weather in Perth was chiefly mild, maxima on 18 days being less than 80°. The only century 
recorded, 102° on the 16th, was the fourth so far this year and equalled the highest temperature 
of the summer. 

Due chiefly to the frequency of temperatures between 55-0° and 59-9° the average minimum 
was slightly below normal and although the extreme was not exceptionally low, that of every 
March since 1945 has been higher. 


The rainfall total of 28 points was made up of falls of 2,19 and 7 points. The one of 19 points 
was the second highest fall for the year. 

Because winds were slightly moister than normal and generally light—gusts reached 37 
miles per hour on three occasions only—evaporation was below normal, although not excessively so. 


Sunshine exceeded ten hours on nineteen days and on eight days eleven hours or more were 
recorded,
